Fifty-four candidates have filed 
for election as school trustees in 
the M ay 20 ballot. Also, two dis­ 
tricts will seek approval of bond 
issues and another will have a 
tax measure before voters. 
In the 27 districts in Marin, 
only eight will have competition 
between candidates—others have 
just enough candidates to fill the 
vacancies that will occur on the 
board of trustees. 
The eight districts with contests 
are Fairfax, Kentfield, M ill V al­ 
ley, Reed Union, Ross, San Ansel- 
mo, Sausaiito and Tamalpais U n ­ 
ion High School, all with two va­ 
cancies to be filled. 
In the San Quentin and Novato 
Unified Districts, only one trustee 
is to be elected for each district. 
In addition to voting on school 
trustees, electors in the Tamalpais 
Union District will vote on four 
propositions. The three proposi­ 
tions as provided in the Field Act 
are; (1) To bond the district for 
$325,000 for remodeling and streng­ 
thening Tamalpais High School's 
older buildings to bring them in 
line

ments; 
(2) 
to increase the tax 
rate from $1.25 to $1.78 in the 
next year, 1955-56, funds to be used 


in the reconstruction of defective 
buildings and (3) abandonment of

fourth measure is a general bond 
issue of $640,000. All four proposi­ 
tions must be voted on. 
Novato Unified District will vote 
to keep the tax rate at $2.80 for 
the years 1955 to 1958. 
In addition to voting for trus­ 
tees, Dixie School District has two 
propositions : (1) to authorize local 
bonds of $950,000 and (2) authori­ 
zation to borrow three million dol­ 
lars from the state.

China today “if sincere” to accept Nationalist China as a par­ 
ticipant as a condition to any direct negotiations on the For­ 


mosan situation. 
The State Department issued a statement after consulta­ 


tion with President Eisenhower on Red Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai’s offer to negotiate directly with the United States on 


Far East tensions, particularly in the Formosa area. 
It suggested three ways in which Communist China could 


show it was “sincere;” 
1. Agree to a cease-fire immediately in Formosa Strait. 


2. Release at once the 15 American airmen and about 40 


U.S. civilians “ it unjustly holds.” 
3. Accept the United Nations Security Council’s “ outstand­ 
ing invitation” to debate ways of ending hostilities in the For­ 


mosa area.

Concrete Plant Dispute 


Moves Toward Courts 


WHERE TO FIND IT 


Corte Madera’s concrete plant 
dispute moved toward the courts 
last night, amid applause from 
residents who opposed the opera­ 
tion as a nuisance threat to their 
homes. 
After a tw'o-hour adjourned pub­ 
lic hearing on the protest of M a­ 
rina Village to operation of the 
plant by Richard Epidendio on 
Paradise drive, the town council 
voted : 
1. A ready-mix concrete plant 
does not constitute a construction 
and materials yard (with the im­ 
plication that as a manufacturing 
operation it does not fit the zon­ 
ing allowed for its location.) 
2. Such a plant is reasonably 
likely to constitute a public nui­ 
sance. 
3. Epidendio’s 
business license 
and building permit for the plant 
shall be revoked. 
4. The use contemplated for the 
location does not fall within uses 
permitted by law. 
5. Town A tty. John Ehlen is in ­ 
structed to “ enforce the ordinance 
in the case in question” (that is, 
he may take legal steps to prevent

UNSHACKLED? 
Two Types Of Bars Might 
Aid Liquor Enforcement 


Discussion of the food-in-bars issue at 
Sacramento appears to be narrowing down 
towards a proposal by Sacramento Senator 
Earl Desmond that the public should ballot 


on the issue. 


He proposed to put before the voters a 
suggestion lor two tvpes of on-sale liquor 
licenses, one for bona fide restaurants, the 
other for foodless taverns. Until the people 
can \ote, he would like to have the legis­ 
lature alter the present law so that all liquor 
establishments must serve food, but not full 


meals. 


Desmond's idea of a dual license appears 
to have much merit. There is practically no 
one today who would say that the present 
system of requiring that “meals” be served 
at all bars has succeeded. T h e law is much 
too vague and too broad. W hat is a meal? 
A sandwich-? Soup and salad? Five courses? 
W hen do sou have to serve it? One hour a 
day? Only during “norm al” mealtimes? All 
the time a bar is opsn? 


Worse, however, is the fact that enforce­ 
m ent of bans against sale of alcohol to 
juveniles is complicated by the fact that any 
juvenile can be in any place where liquor 


is sold merely on the pretense of buying a 
meal. T hus an enforcement officer, knowing 
a youth is under age, can not expell him 
from a bar, but must wait until he actually 
sees him served a drink before acting. 
Under Desmond’s proposal, persons under 
21 could be barred from foodless taverns, 
eliminating one breeding ground for juvenile 


delinquency. 
But 
w ouldn’t foodless taverns be just 
another name for saloons? We don’t think so. 
Old time saloons went out of existence when 
women started coming in the front door in­ 
stead of the family entrance. They will not 


be back. 
It is conceivable that some sort of co-edu- 
cational saloons might develop. Vet with 
careful enforcement under our newT liquor 


boss, there is considerable evidence to indi- 
« 
cate they won t. 
Desmond's proposal appears to be a work­ 
able compromise between our present u n ­ 
workable Jaw and an absence of control. 
Letting the people vote on it might well 
make them more aware of the law and its 
purpose, aiding in effective enforcement and 
helping to solve the problems of liquor and 
vouth. 


You'll Lose Sleep Over This 


It’s no use to tell you not to lose any sleep 
over daylight saving time—because you’re 
going to lose some tonight. 
T ry as you might, you won’t be able to 
avoid loss of that hour between 1 a.m. to 
2 a.m., because that’s the little hour that just 
isn’t there. 
Of course you can ignore the whole thing 
and not bother to set yon* clocks ahead an 
hour when you go to bed tonight. But that 
won’t do you any good in the long run. It 


will mean you will be an hour late for 
church tomorrow and for everything else you 
do for the next five m onths—or until you do 
change your clocks. 
Personally we’re happy to see daylight 
savings time return. We love the long eve­ 
ning hours with time to work in the garden, 
drive to the beach or enjoy the patio.

FREEDOM AG EN DA FORUM S 
Our Individual Liberties, Where 
They Come From, Up For Discussion 


(NOTE: 
Freedom 
Agenda 
forums will be held through­ 
out the county in the next six 
weeks.

M ust our Bill of Rights be 
considered obsolete in an all-out 
atomic age? 
Has personal liberty become a 
luxury, individual freedom a spe­ 
cial folly? 
Are our Constitutional guaran­ 
tees actually a menace to secur­ 
ity and survival? 


How well can limited govern­ 
m ent and the open society re­ 
sist the forces working for total­ 
itarianism — enormous forces 
ranging all the way from revo­ 
lutionary imperialism abroad to 
our own intram ural hysteria? 


THESE ARE THE urgent and 
vexed questions which confront 
us today. Believing th a t a great­ 
er understanding of the princi­ 
ples of individual liberty will in ­ 
crease our own respect for con­ 
stitutional democracy, Freedom 
Agenda has launched a self-ed­ 
ucational program described as 
“a com m unity adventure in the 
discussion of freedom.” 


The first two of the six pam ­ 
phlets on which discussions will 
be based are T. V. Sm ith’s “The 
Bill of Rights and O ur Individual 
Liberties” and Alfred H. Kelly’s 
“W here 
Constitutional 
Liberty 
Came From.” Both are rem ark­ 


ably effective re-exam inations of 
our basic assumptions in term s 
of present dangers and realities. 


T. V. SMITH, professor of citi­ 
zenship and philosophy at Syra­ 
cuse University, a form er Con­ 
gressm an and a veteran of both 
world wars, begins by defining 
our D eclaration of Independence 
as a “document for deeds by rev­ 
olution” establishing the basis 
for freedom from tyranny. 
The Constitution, on the other 
hand establishes a freedom for 
a just and com petent govern­ 
m ent. I t is a document, he says, 
for deeds by evolution and com­ 
promise. 
Most im portant to his discus­ 
sion, 
however, 
are 
those 
ten 
am endm ents 
w'hich 
underwrite 
our personal liberties, our free­ 
dom to be ourselves. 
The Bill of Rights guarantees 
absolute freedom of thought, a 
necessarily limited freedom of 
action, and a nearly unlim ited 
freedom of speech, 
which, 
of 
course, is both thought and ac­ 
tion. 
Reminding us th a t our liber­ 
ties are only as stout as our will 
to 
m aintan 
them , 
Professor 
Sm ith urges us not to take coun­ 
sel of our fears. “Dangers from 
w ithout,” he says, “are seldom 
crucial until reinforced by fears 
from w ithin.”

THE MAGNA CHARTA, the 
doctrines of unalienable natural 
rights which came in great p art 
from the political philosophers 
of the 17th and 18tn Centuries, 
England's Habeas Corpus Act of 
1679, the hard-dying abuses of 
bills of attainder which am ount­ 
ed to trial by legislation, the long 
struggle for religious tolerance: 
Dr. Kelly touches on all these 
to remind us how complex our 
heritage of liberty is. 
The points both authors would 
emphasize seem m uch the same. 
Liberty is a dynamic concept of 
society. 
It requires a 
moving 
equilibrium, the m aintenance of 
the rights, privileges and im ­ 
m unities of ail. If we wrould pre­ 
serve “ordered liberty,” in the 
words of Justice Brandeis, we 
m ust allow full freedom in w hat 
Dr. Kelly calls “the m arket-place 
of ideas.” 


THERE IS PLENTY of room 
for dissent, which may, in fact, 
only serve to enlarge our ca­ 
pacity for success. “Coercive con­ 
form ity m eans death; the open 
society w ith its conflicts, dissent 
and the babel of m any voices, 
ultim ately spells life itself.” 
Our constitutional guarantees 
m ean little if w'e do not m aintain 
the free spirit. “We are not ob­ 
liged to tolerate treason, but we 
are obliged to tolerate heresy.”

Costs Outgrowing Population 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — In a 
rising economy, such as pervades 
the state of California at the 
present time, it is only natural 
th a t the tax burden should in­ 
crease. T his is accounted for by 
more dem ands on government, 
increased services given by gov­ 
ernm ent, and an increased num ­ 
ber of people for government to 
render care. 


And another natural reaction 
is for politicians and bureaucrats, 
who for the most p art are ene­ 
mies of the peoples’ pocketboks, 
to dem and more th an a fair 
share of the people’s income, 
which is used to run the huge 
business called government. 


THERE ARE SOME 
people, 
however, including some bureau­ 
crats and some politicians, who 
realize th at eventually, a lim it on 
spending m ust be reached, and 
who realize th a t as well, there 
is a lim it to the am ount the peo­ 
ple, once advised of the spend­ 
ing situation, will insist upon. 


W hether California as yet is 
ready to reach th at limit, is still 
a moot question. B ut there are 
some signs th a t the public is be­ 
ginning to ask questions about 
state financing, and the methods 
which could be used to curtail 
huge expenditures.

tures, suggests in a circular re­ 
ceived here in Sacram ento, th at 
it’s time to put on the brakes. 
Not a state taxpayer but who 
will agree with this suggestion, 
especially at this time of the 
year when income taxes have 
just been paid. 
The association has compared 
the population growth, the cost 
of living, and the state’s total 
expenditures for the past eight 
years. 
The 
results 
are 
somewhat 
startling, particiularly in view of 
the fact th a t the politicians have 
been giving as an 
excuse 
for 
spending, the phenom inal in ­ 
crease in California population. 
Yet population growth shows, 
in eight years, according to the 
association, to be up 32 per cent. 
Cost of living is up 20 per cent, 
but state expenditures were up 
214 per cent in the eight year 
period. 


THESE FIGURES seem to be 
confirm ation of w hat has been 
suspected for a long time — th at 
the politicians and bureaucrats 
have been handing the public a 
pretty piece of pap in claiming 
th a t 
the 
state’s 
expenditures 
m ust keep pace with the popula­ 
tion increase. 
Fact of the m atter is, in m any 
of the state departm ents, sub­ 
stantial reductions in expendi­ 
tures could be made by elim inat­ 
ing needless procedures, curtail­ 
ing non-productive help, and in­ 
sisting on a business adm inistra­ 
tion rath er than a government 
bureaucracy. 
But, 
apparently, 
this is too much to hope for— 
the easier way to balance the 
budget is to impose new taxes. 


W ITH REGARD to increased 
taxes, the Taxpayers Association 
points out in its circular th a t 
“we don’t need more taxes.” This, 
of course, is a debatable subject 
between hard-headed business­ 
men and bureaucracy. Business 
usually loses in such debates, for 
the simple reason business is not 
faced with the necessity of get­ 
ting elected in two years. 
The association points out th at 
a thorough study of state gov­ 
ernm ent is needed by a repre­ 
sentative citizen commission. No 
doubt this is a 
need, 
and 
it 
m ight have at least a small sa­ 
lutary effect. But in the long 
run, there appears to be no so­ 
lution to the growing dem ands 
of government.

Is Russia Making Concessions To 


Austria To Be Free For Far East? 


Since the Soviet government 
announces its decisions but does 
not explain them , the motives 
and purposes of a change of po­ 
sition are usually mysterious and 
always suspect. 
We do 
not 
know 
why 
the 
Krem lin decided to do this year 
w hat it refused to do a year ago 
when the four Foreign M inisters 
m et in Berlin—namely to agree 
to 
an 
Austrian treaty before 
there is a G erm an settlem ent. 
We are left to guess. 
W here shall we begin? 


ASSUMING THAT the agree­ 
m ent reached in Moscow is what 
the A ustrians believe it is, the 
question is w hether the Soviet 
government has made a big con­ 
cession. If it is giving up some­ 
thing substantial, then w hat is 
it expecting to get in return? 
Now the concession is a big 
one. In agreeing to withdraw its 
troops from Eastern Austria, the 
Soviet Union gives up also its 
legal right, agreed to by the Al­ 
lied and associated powers in the 
two peace treaties, to station 
troops in H ungary and Romania. 
Under Article 22 of the H un­ 
garian treaty and Article 21 of 
the Rom anian “all Allied forces” 
m ust be “withdraw n,” subject to 
the right of the Soviet Union to 
keep Soviet arm ed forces on the 
territory of the two states “as it 
may need for the m aintenance 
of the line of communications of 
the Soviet army w ith the Soviet 
zone of occupation in Austria.” 


THE EVACUATION of Aus­ 
tria carries w ith it an in tern a­ 
tional treaty obligation to evacu­ 
ate Hungary and Rom ania as 
well. The parties to these treaties 
are the Allied and associated 
powers, including India, and the 
obligation could not be circum ­ 
vented by new bi-lateral Soviet- 
Rom anian and Soviet-H ungarian 
pacts. 
In coming 
to 
its 
agreem ent 
with Austria, the Soviet Union 
m ust surely have known w hat 
was involved, and th a t assur­ 
ances will be asked about the 
withdraw al of the forces. We are 
entitled, therefore, to look upon 
the Soviet action, if it is im ple­ 
mented, as a big act of appease­ 
m ent in Europe. 


HUNGARY WILL for the first 
time have a frontier with non- 
Communist Europe, and Czecho­ 
slovakia will have a m uch long­ 
er frontier. Vienna, which will 
be an unoccupied city, is made 
up of people of whom a very 
large num ber have 
family 
or 
other personal connections with 
the peoples of all the D anubian 
nations which once belonged to 
the A ustro-H ungarian empire. 
An iron curtain will, of course, 
still be there. B ut it will not be 
m aintained by the alien forces 
of the Red Army itself. M ore­ 
over, once this large territory is 
evacuated by international agree­ 
m ent, it cannot be reoccupied ex­ 
cept as an act of war. 
The m agnitude of the Soviet 
action m ust reflect, it seems to 
me, a big reappraisal of the Eu­ 


ropean and of the world situa­ 
tion. 


THE TWO BIGGEST develop­ 
m ents of the year, which are rel­ 
evant, are the ratification of the 
European agreem ents to rearm 
Germ any and to adm it her to 
NATO and, then, the growing 
danger of war breaking out in the 
area of the Formosa Strait. 
My guess is th at the A ustrian 
decision is related to both of 
these developments but th a t the 
trigger—so to speak—which set 
it off now is fear of war in East 
Asia. 
I do not doubt, as the Soviet 
press has itself pointed out, th at 
the Austrian agreem ent is in­ 
tended as a model for the G er­ 
m ans to im itate. B ut I find it 
hard to believe th a t the K rem ­ 
lin would be giving up the bird 
it has in its hand—namely the 
Danube Valley—for the sake of 
charm ing the two G erm an birds 
which are still in the bush. 


IT MAY BE A 
wild 
guesa. 
though I do net think it is, th a t 
the Krem lin has decided for ap­ 
peasem ent in Europe in order to 
secure *the Soviet rear in case 
of war in East Asia. 
There are some very silly and 
reckless men in W ashington who 
think 
th a t the 
Soviet Umon 
could and would stand by while 
we destroyed the Chinese war 
potential 
with 
“precise” 
atom 
bombs. 
In 
the 
Krem lin 
the 
choice of abandoning China and 
becoming isolated on the one 
hand, of a general war on the 
other, 
m ust 
seem 
a 
deadly 
choice. 
I venture to guess th a t we are 
witnessing once again the clas­ 
sic Russian strategical action — 
which is a t all costs to avoid 
being involved a t the same tim e 
in a war both in Europe and in 
East Asia. 


THE THREAT OF American 
deterrent power against the So­ 
viet Union can in fact be exer­ 
cised only from Europe — only, 
moreover, w ith the willing col­ 
laboration of the W estern Euro­ 
pean democracies. W hat could 
be more logical, w hat could be 
more characteristically Russian— 
w hether Czarist or Communist— 
than to do a great act of ap ­ 
peasem ent in Europe in order to 
close the door to European in ­ 
tervention in case of 
an 
East 
Asian war? 
If the w ar can be limited to 
East Asia, the risks are still very 
great for every one. But for the 
Soviet Union they are not m ortal 
risks. W ith Europe 
out 
of 
it, 
American power cannot be de­ 
cisive against the Soviet Union, 
and the risk of intervening in 
order to help China would not be 
exorbitant. 
I have no way of knowing th a t 
my guess is correct. B ut if it is 
not, it is a rem arkable coinci­ 
dence th at the Krem lin acted in 
Austria just as Peiping began to 
talk about war in Formosa and 
just as W ashington got itself en­ 
tangled in the off-shore islands.

Pences are going incognito in 
mast of today’s contemporary set­ 
tings, under the guise of screens 
for patios, frames for handsome 
plantings, and continuing archi­ 
tectural lines of the home to im ­ 
prove the looks of the land. 


O F C O U R SE, fences in all their 
finery still perform such practical 
functions as marking off property 
fines, shutting the young fry and 
four-footed trespassers in or out, 
and cutting off the street or a 
bad view. B u t homeowners are 
beginning to integrate their fence 
design with the design of the 
home, combining beauty and dig­ 
nity with utilitarianism. 
M any homeowners are discov­ 
ering that whether they prefer a 
simple 
dramatic 
line 
to 
their 
fence or fence section, or a rustic 
motif to blend with the surround­ 
ings of nature, western red cedar 
or inexpensive grades of Douglas 
fir adapt to any design. 
IF Y O U R B A C K Y A R D is on 
a slope, perhaps you will want a 
step-up fence, or fence sections 
placed at different levels up the 
side of the slope. Cedar boards, 
l ” x8” , nailed in a louvred effect 
to

stringers,

In making a dress for your­ 
self you will need to consider 
pattern style, colcr and fabric 
texture. They are all of equal 
value and are as related as a 
needle is to the thread 
Until 
you learn to select appropriate 
patterns, jou will be wise to 
choose a pattern similar to yot »* 
fav> lite ready marl*4 dress, which 
you row may be wearing. Later 
you wil’ learn skirt ruts, 
ollar 
«h-vea and blouse lines which 
are best for you. 
COLOR becomingness is to a 
degree temporary. Last season’s 
blue may not look as well as 
you remembered it. This is a 
natural process in everyone and 
should be considered as birth­ 
days pass. A “mating nink” as 
some designers call it, is an easy

of these effects you will learn 
to be aware of in time. 
STEP 1. Because it is easier 
to adjust patterns from the side 
seams, it will as a rule be wise 
to select your size to fit your 
shoulder width. 
Here we have assembled the 
entire front and the entire back 
of the garm ent before joining 
the shoulder seams. (There a:e 
of course styles which cannot be 
handled in this manner.) 
The 
sleeves may also be set in be­ 
fore the side seams are sewed 
up. Pin togethci ct the waist 
seams first and add pins for 
about 
nine 
inches 
below 
the 
waist line—draw the remaining 
distance with chalk or wrax and 
a yardstick. Pin the top so thau 
it is comfortable and mark as 
in the skirt lesson. 
STEP 2. In re-fitting a ready 
made dress or in fitting a figure 
which does not exactly conform 
to the commercial pattern, check 
these points. On this model the 
waist-line back was as it shored 
be, but the blouse front needed 
shortening. The tape measure 
pinned at the waist line, as in 
fitting the tailored skirt, will 
decide for you where the skirt 
should be attached. 
Here also the shoulder seam 
had to be sewed a little deeper 
near the neck. The ¿»louse center 
seam was sewed deeper near the 
neck to eliminate a 
pocket 
when the wearer leaned over. 
The back center seam was also 
tapered to conform to the neck 
line. Bust darts were brought 
higher under the bust line. Side 
seam bust darts should be ad­ 
justed according to the bust line. 
The wide cut side seams make 
all these adjustm ents possible. 
THE SKIRT and blouse sec­ 
tions of the dress should be a t­ 
tached like a shoulder seam and 
top stitched afterward, not fold-

stitched like a pocket. 
On knitted m aterials and some 
woolens, it would be wise to sew 
seam binding in the shoulder 
seams and at the waist-line. In 
fact most good dresses will h a 'e 
seam binding at the waist line 
as well as an additional inn* r 
ribbon belt. Examine the better 
ready-made garments to under­ 
stand this better. 
STEP 3. For altering necklines 
and armholes, pin the shoulder 
seams 
together 
and 
fold 
the 
blouse section in the middle. You 
need mark only half the front 
of the neckline and one arm ­ 
hole. Pierce the material through 
both layers with the stiletto. The 
exceptions to this method will 
occur if there is some f.f-u-e ir 
regularity. Then of course you 
will need to draw the fitting 
lines completely. 
Please learn to “center" all 
your garm ent sections as you 
assemble them. Fold the skirt 
in the center and the blouse 
in the center and pierce with 
the stiletto, then fit in other 
markings. In this way sections 
which have been altered can be 
fitted easily.

How To 'Patch' 
Shellacked Floor 


When a shellacked floor shows 
wear 
only 
in spots, you 
can 
“patch’* it. Use steel wool and a 
floor cleaner to remove all wax 
or oil polish from sections to be 
repaired. Let the surface dry and 
then cover the areas with two 
ooats of shellac 


together at the top with a 3- 
inch strap hinge. Add the hinge 
plate to the top of the frame 
with 
Vi -inch bolts, 214 
inches 
long. 
Use washers under the 
heads and place wing-nuts on 
the back. 
To control the spread of the 
rear leg, attach a 4-foot piece 
of light chain to a screw eye 
mounted on one front leg, 25 
inches from the base, run the 
chain through a second screw 
placed 25 inches from the base 
of the rear leg, and fasten the 
loose end to a hook mounte i

The Tricks 
Of Painting 
Kitchens 


Kitchens and bathrooms, when 
they are not entirely finished In 
some such permanent m aterial 
as tile, need redecorating more 
often than any other rooms in 
a house. Grease and smoke in a 
kitchen, constant moisture in a 
bathroom g ive, paint and w all­ 
paper a rough time. 
Of course, you can dodge this 
frequent redecorating problem by 
using 
some 
of 
the 
wonderful 
finishing products now on the 
market. 
You 
can 
get 
vinyl 
and plastic wall coverings, sim ilar 
or identical to those used for 
counter surfaces. You can use 
colored glass panels to cover the 
walls and cleanable and paint- 
able acoustical tiles for the ceil­ 
ings. Bu t most people continue 
to paint and let it go at that. 


T H E R E ’S A B IG difference in 
painting a kitchen or bathroom 
and painting other rooms in a 
house. More preparation is called 
for. D ifferent paint is advisable. 
A semi-gloss oil base paint or 
enamel is preferred in a kitchen 
or bathroom, while a flat finish 
Ls used in other rooms. The rea­ 
son Ls that harded finishes wash 
off more easily when grease and 
dirt 
collect 
on 
kitchen 
walls. 
Also gloss finishes are more re­ 
sistant to moisture produced by 
baths and showers. 
Ceilings of both of these rooms 
are painted in the same finishes 
as the walls, although color and 
shade may vary. 
In a kitchen it is highly im ­ 
portant to remove all grease film 
before repainting. Paint w ill not 
stick to a grease film. If it ever 
does dry, it is likely to peel off. 
The 
best 
cleaner 
for 
kitchen 
walls and ceiling is a solution of 
trisodium phosphate, a detergent 
which can be purchased under 
various names for a few cents in 
any paint or hardware store. 
A L L WOODWORK in kitchen 
or bathroom— window and door 
frames and baseboards—call for 
semi-gloss or gloss finish. This 
makes it easier to wipe off finger­ 
marks and other smudges. And 
you have to prepare woodwork 
carefully, wiping off all dirt and 
grease 
and 
filling 
all 
cracks, 
crevices and nailhead indenta­ 
tions w ith spackling compound 
or plastic wood. 
“ No enamel will make a rough 
surface smooth,’’ warns a paint 
expert. So sand these surfaces 
lightly with a fine grade of abra­ 
sive paper. Then clean the sanded 
surface thoroughly with a cloth 
moistened in turpentine, mineral 
spirits or odorless thinner. 
A 
single coat 
of 
enamel is 
usually 
enough 
when 
redeco­ 
rating woodwork unless the color 
change is too great. Two-coat 
work calls for whatever primer 
U recommended 
by 
the 
paint 
manufacturer. 
In using enamel, try to keep 
the room closed and as free from 
dust as possible during the dry­ 
ing period. This Ls especially im ­ 
portant for 
a 
high 
finish 
on 
kitchen cabinets. 
IN A BATHROOM, any ex­ 
haust fan blowing to the out-of- 
doors, is a big help in ridding 
the room of moisture and odors. 
Another 
smart 
grease 
guard 
for kitchens is the use of filter 
covers for all frying pans. These 
gadgets, commonly called “ filter - 
frys,” have been developed 
by 
manufacturers of cleanable metal 
mesh filters and prevent grease 
from splattering without tightly 
covering a pan. 


Bench Wobbling 
A good way to prevent a work 
bench from wobbling is to install 
rubber heels on the legs. These 
will compensate for uneven floors

TO COVER a screen, measure 
accurately and cut two pteces of 
fabric for each panel, one for 
each side. Cut fabric about a

ored adhesive tape which will 
cover not only the edge ot the 
fabric and rim of the screen, 
but will stick along the edge of 
each panel as well. 
I t ’s the work of only a few 
minutes to cut the fabric and 
tape in place.

A PICKET F E N C E along the 
n o rth , east a n d w e s t sides of a 
vegetable p lo t w ill enlarge the 
garden area p e rc e p tib ly , making 
a ir rights a v a ila b le for growing 
n o t only to m a to e s, b u t cucum­ 
bers, pole an d p o le lim a beans, 
and other vine c ro p s. T he pickets 
allow air to p ass fre e ly through 
th e foliage, a n d 
av oid mildew 
and fungus d isease. 
M arket g a rd e n e rs 
find th at 
staked tom atoes g iv e an earlier 
harvest. W hen p r u n e d to a sin­ 
gle stem the p la n ts are set 12 
inches apart, w h en pruned to two 
stem s they are p la c e d 21 inches 
a p a rt, and tests h a v e shown th a t 
th e single stem 
p la n tin g gives 
earlier fruit an d 
h eav ier total 
yield. 


THI' TOMATO p la n t naturally 
sta rts with one c e n tr a l shoot or 
leader. As soon as th e first blos­ 
som s have a p p e a re d , 
a t 
each 
jo in t made by a le a f with the 
stem , a branch b e g in s to grow. 
If these are allo w e d to develop, 
th e typical 
s p ra w lin g 
tomato 
bush will result. 
T o prune th e p la n t, the side 
shoots or b ran ch es a re removed 
before they are fo u r inches long; 
if left to grow lo n g e r, the vigor 
of th e plant is re d u c e d . If the 
p la n t is to be p r u n e d to two 
stem s, the cen tral s te rn and one 
side shoot are a llo w e d to grow, 


all others being rem oved. T he 
side shoots chosen 
to 
survive 
should 
n o t 
be 
m ore 
th a n 
10 
inches from th e ground. All side 
shoots are rem oved to m ake a 
single stem p lan t. P ru n n in g m ust 
be done weekly. 


SINGLE STEM plan ts can be 
supported 
by 
a 
strong 
cord 
stretched from a tall support of 
any kind, to a n an ch o r on th e 
ground n e a r th e p lan t. T hen in ­ 
stead of tying th e p lan t to its 
support as th e stem grows it can 
be tw isted aro u n d the cord, w hich 
is easier th a n tying. 
T om ato 
roots 
spread 
w idely 
ju st beneath th e soil surface, so 
th a t cultivation should never be 
deep enough 
to disturb them . 
Some m ethod of w atering during 
the dry spells Is necessary to ob­ 
tain the best yields, and a m ulch 
should be applied to th e soil n e a r 
the p lan ts if possible. Lack of 
w ater casuses decayed spots in 
the 
fru it 
opposite 
th e 
stem , 
called blossom end rot. 


IN PLANTING cucum bers to 
climb, -sow seeds th ree to six 
inches aart, close to the stru ctu re 
upon which th ey are to clam ber. 
P la n t food is applied in a shallow 
trench two or th re e inches aw ay 
from the seed, using one pin t to 
25 feet of row. T h e p lan ts should 
be thinned out to sta n d a foot 
ap art. 
C ucum bers need lots of 
w ater and 
use up p la n t food 
quickly. To p rev en t form ation of 
crooked fru it in late sum m er, an 
additional ap p lication of p la n t 
food 
should 
be m ade 
as 
th e 
plants begin to bear, using a t 
least one p in t to fifty feet of 
row.

seedlings, 
and 
numerous 
shrubs and trees, and happily 
visualized my new home in a 
setting of color and beauty. 
BUT 1 WAS DESTINED to 
be sorely disappointed in the 
ultim ate outcome. 
My invest­ 
m ent in plants, 
shrubs 
and 
trees was a total loss as one 
by one they silently folded up 
their leaves and faded away. 
In the process of removing 
the dead plants and shrubs I 
discovered that in my zealous 
planting program, I had. neg­ 
lected to prepare the soil prop­ 
erly and to remove pieces of 
hidden concrete, broken bits of 
•wire, tile, pipe and other build­ 
ing debris. 
FROM THE XPENSIVE mis­ 
take I have made, I have learn­ 
ed to proceed slowly by first 
“living" in the yard and famil­ 
iarizing myself with various ex­ 
posures 
and 
the 
plants best 
suited to such a particular loca­ 
tion. 
The next step would be 
to clean and thoroughly prepare 
the soil, removing all non-de­ 
caying m atter. 
Then, and then 
only, will the plants and shrubs 
do 
justice 
to 
the effort 
ex­ 
tended." 
Mrs. J. A. M. of Burlingame, 


says: “A mistake that I once 
made th at I am sure I won’t do 
again, is to plant my flowers 
too close together. 
Room must 
be left for expansion. 
It is a 
good rule to follow planting in­ 
structions to a “T." 
I hope 
some 
am ateur 
gardener 
may 
benefit from this advice." 
Mrs. FI. A. H. of Los Angeles 
reveals this one: "We had just 
moved into our lovely new home 
and wanted our newT lawn to 
look equally as nice. 
We did 
not want a lawn that had to 
be mowed or edged as we had 
done back in Nebraska. 
Many 
people had told us of the "lazy- 
m an’s" lawn — dichondra, "just 
set it out and water well,” so 
they said. 
In fact, Dichrondra 
would 
actually 
smother 
out 
Devil grass. 
SO VVE SPADED, raked and 
leveled the soil, set clumps of 
Dichrondra 
out 
about 
eight 
inches apart, fertilized it and 
watered it well. 
We did pull 
weeds, but left a cloverlike plant 
grow as it seemed to help “cov­ 
er” the ground beautifully. (We 
though 
the dichrondra 
would 
smother it out, too!) 
In about 
four months 
we 
noticed 
our 
so-called nice lawn really look­ 
ing sick. 
So we took a piece 
of the clover-like plant to a 
nursery and found out it W'as 
Yellow Sorrel! 
We had to re­ 
do the whole lawm—which was 
expensive in money, time and 
energy. 
Clover and yellow sor­ 
rel are two different plants! We 
learned the hard way!" 


GARDENER'S

Perennials 
Grow Easily 


While 
remarkable 
improve­ 
m ents have been made in an­ 
nual flowers, it is impossible to 
make a garden display through­ 
out the season with these alone. 
IN SPRING and early summer 
all garden color is supplied by 
plants which passed the winter 
in the 
ground, 
and 
are 
full 
grown when it thaws out; in 
other words, the perennials. 
Throughout summer and fall, 
also, perennials are important, 
supplying the largest and tallest 
flowers in the garden, as well as 
a host of others which contri­ 
bute beauty th at annuals cannot 
replace. 
NEW VARIETIES 
of peren­ 
nials are outnumbered by new 
annuals each year, and it may 
be found difficult to buy plants 
of old favorites, which no new 
varieties can improve upon, or 
even equal. 
But their seeds are available, 
and home gardeners can grow 
m any perennials from seed, at a 
fraction of the cost of plants, and 
no more trouble than it takes to 
grow vegetables. 
THE BLl’E anchlisas, dainty 
columbines, dwarf white arabis, 
and yellow anthem is are lovely 
flowers, easy to grow, and once 
established will 
b e c o m e old 
friends, blossoming each year at 
the same time, in the same place, 
in your garden. Hardy grenadin 
carnations, and a long list of 
other dianthuses or hardy pinks, 
grow easily from seed. 
The finest strains of the state­ 
ly delphinium are grown from 
seed. Numerous Shasta daisies 
both spring and summer flow­ 
ering, and the yellow' coreopsis, 
crimson gaillardia and pyre thrum 
provide daisy flowers all sum­ 
m er long. Hollyhocks, both sin­ 
gle and double, are best grown 
from seed, as well as lupins, lin- 
ums (flax), veronica and many 
others. 
IN NORTHERN 
climates do 
not wait until summer to sow 
perennial seeds, but 
set 
aside 
part of the vegetable garden for 
them. Sow their 
hardy 
seeds 
when you sow hardy vegetables. 
To make seed go farthest, you 
can start them outdoors in flats, 
and transplant the seedlings to 
nursery rows, where they will 
receive the same feeding and 
cultivation th at you give vege­ 
tables. 
THE COOL weather and mois­ 
ture of spring and early summer 
are just what perennials like to 
get a good start, and by mid­ 
summer 
they 
will 
be 
strong 
e»ough to endure 


1. This is the planting time 
for tuberous begonias, gladiolus, 
and dahlia bulbs. 
2. Plant these vegetables now: 
cucumbers, squash, beans, sweet 
corn, tomatoes, peppers, and egg 
plant. In some lo alities, protec­ 
tion from late frost should be 
provided. 
3. Ask your nurseryman to tell 
you about the new chemical soil 
conditioners—they make garden­ 
ing easy! 
4. Pick up and destroy all ca­ 
mellia flowers which fall on the 
ground. These frequently harbor 
disease. 
5. If you forgot to plant th at 
shade tree during the winter 
months, it is still not too late. 
Your nurseryman probably has 
shade trees growing in contain­ 
ers which can safely be tran s­ 
planted nowr. 


Orchids 
Come Down 
To Earth 


Neil Clark’s story on orchids 
in a recent issue of Saturday 
Evening Post, strikingly drives 
home the fact that orchids are 
now at the level when everyone 
on the block can afford to grow 
them and show them. A hundred 
years ago it wasn’t so. In those 
days 
orchid 
growers 
were 
a 
special breed or greenthumbers 
and goofies, but mostly rich men 
obsessed with the beauty of this 
plant. 
Now the pendulum has swung 
the other way. It’s possible now 
to buy blooming sized plants for 
as little as $5.00. Many people 
are successfully growing them in 
living rooms, although, generally 
speaking, they are much better 
off in greenhouses. 


How To Control 
Those Pesty Ants 


According to George Weldon 
of Berkeley, few insects are more 
exasperating to the home owner 
or gardener than ants. There are 
m any kinds of ants, in fact, 3,- 
500 different species have been 
identified. Early in the spring 
most species of ants become ac­ 
tive and start foraging for food. 
Chlordane is the most effec­ 
tive insecticide for the control 
of all types of ants. The applica­ 
tion of chlordane will not only 
control ants, but it will prevent 
further infestation because of its 
long residual properties.

W e are shown in today’s les­ 
son a man 
whose father wras 
wicked, and w’hose mother was 
an idolatress, and who was rear­ 
ed in an unfavorable home at­ 
mosphere, yet became an upright 
God-fearing young man. Asa, son 
of Abijah, was the third king to 
reign over the separated king­ 
dom of Judah. 
It is unusual, but occasionally 
in life we see such a phenome- 
nom— a 
child, 
brought 
up 
by 
people whose morals are not of 
the best, who, nevertheless, de­ 
velops into a fine person. Also 
the reverse may be seen— alas! 
— a son who has been raised in 
a Christian household, but who 
has crim inal tendencies. 
"A nd Asa did that was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord. 
For he took away the altars of 
the strange gods, and the high 
places, and broke dowm the im ­ 
ages, and cut down the groves.” 
The groves were places set aside 
for the worship of the idols of 
Asa’s mother, Maachah. 
NOW JUDAH was a compara­ 
tively small country, surrounded 
by nations much larger and far 
more powerful, so Asa began to 
build walled cities and to train 
an arm y to defend his land in 
a time of quiet and peace. 
So he built the cities and made 
walls about 
them 
and towers, 
gates and bars. He raised an 
arm y of “ mightly men of valor.” 
Best of all he kept his trust in 
God 
to 
protect 
him 
and 
his 
people. 


A t last the land was attacked 
by a much more powerful force 
than Jud ah ’s—by the Ethiopians 
from the southeast with many 
thousands of men of arms and 
300 war chariots. The invaders 
entered the town of Mareshah. a 
city situated at the foot of the 
hills east of Gaza. 
HERE 
THE 
BATTLE 
lines 
were set when Asa went out to 
meet his enemy. Asa cried to the 
Lord his God, saying, “ Lord it is 
nothing 
with 
Thee 
to 
help, 
whether with many, or with them 
that have no power; help us, O 
Lord our God; for we rest on 
Thee, and in Thy name we go 
against this multitude, O Lord, 
Thou art our God; let not man 
prevail against Thee.” 
The Lord smote the Ethiopians 
and routed them completely, with 
the enemy fleeing and Asa and 
his men pursuing. W e read that 
Asa’s army “ carried away very 
much spoil. 
“ And the Spirit of God came 
upon Azariah the son of Ckled. 
He went out to meet the king, 
and said to him: ‘Hear me, Asa, 
and all Judah and Benjam in; 
The L >rd is with you, while ye 
be with Him ; and if ye seek Him, 
He will be found of you; but if 
ye forsake Him, He will forsake 
you.’ ” 
Asa listened to the prophet. 
“ For a long season Israel hath 
been without the true God, and 
without a teaching priest, and 
without law. Bu t when they in 
their trouble did turn unto the 
Lord God of Israel, and sought 
Him. He wTas found of them.” 
ASA THEN gathered all Judah 
and Benjam in and the strangers 
with them, and they gathered 
themselves together at Jerusa-

lem and held a great revival. 
They offered sacrifices of all the 
spoil they had taken from the 
defeated 
Ethiopians and “ they 
entered into a covenant to seek 
the Lord God of their fathers 
with all their heart and with all 
their soul.” 


They went too far in their en­ 
thusiasm, threatening to put to 
death any man or woman who 
would not seek the Lord. They 
celebrated “ with shouting, and 
with trumpets, and with cornets.” 
Sad to say, the last years of 
the life of Asa were not as up­ 
right 
as 
these 
first ones. 
He 
reigned for 40 years, and in the 
six 
and 
thirtieth 
year 
Israel 
came against Judah. Instead of 
praying to God to help this time 
Asa made an alliance with the 
king of Syria, Benhadad, send­ 
ing 
gifts 
of 
silver 
and 
gold 
treasure to him from the Lord’s 
house and from his own. 


THE SYRIAN KING sent his 


armies against Israel and defeat­ 


ed them, but the seer, Hanani, 


came to Asa and upbraided him, 


saying that he should have re­ 


lied on the Lord’s aid as he had 
done at the time of the Ethiopian 


invasion, and that he had now 


displeased God. 


Asa was so incensed at this 


criticism of him that he had the 
seer imprisoned. 
It came about that Asa was a f­ 
flicted with a disease of the feet 
in the 39th year of his reign. 
The king 
consulted 
physicians 
and again sought not the Lord. 
Not that he should not have 
called a physician, but why did 
he not call upon his God who 
had been his help in ages past? 
Thus Asa died and so ended the 
reign that began with so much 
promise. The moral is clear, we 
think, 
even 
to 
the 
youngest 
classes.
